CHAPTER 35.

AN ACT toauthorize the town of Saukville, in the
county of Ozaukee, to borrow money and issue
bounds to build a bridge.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented
in senate and assembly, do enact as follows:

SectioN 1. The town board of the town of
Saukville, in the county of Ozaukee, is hereby au-
thorized and empowered to borrow from any per-
son, persons or corporation, any sum of money
not exceeding in all eight thousand dollars
(88,000.00), for the purpose of building a bridge
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across the Milwaukee river at the village of Sauk-
ville on the Green Bay road.

SectioN 2. For the purpose of securing the wmay issue

Board of said town is hereby authorized to issue
bonds in such amounts as they may deem best,
not exceeding the amouni so borrowed, which
bonds shall bear iaterest at a rate not exceeding
six per cent. per annum, interest payableannnally,
and be made payable at the treasurer’s office of
said town at such time or times as the said board
may determine, not exceeding five years from the
time of issuing the same, provided that not more
than two thousand dollars ($2,000.00) be made
payable in any one year. Said bonds shall be
signed in behalf of said town by the board of
supervisors of said town, and countersigned by
the town clerk, and the faith and credit of said
town shall stand pledged for the payment of eaid
bonds and interest.

SectioN 3. The town board shall annually, in gax o be
addition to all other taxes, levy as a tax on all the Jeyied to pay
taxable property in said town an amount equal to principal of
the amount of bonds and interest that may be- "
come due in any one year, which amount shall be
collected at the same time and in the same man-
ner as other taxes and be applied to the pay-
ment of bonds and interest when due.
